Inciude Other Activities, As Well. 


F the present day mode has 4 
real claim to smart simplicity, 
as we must admit it has, we will 
find it most thoroughly exempli- 
fied in sports attire, and the term 
is used comprehensively. It includes 
the apparel that is specially de- 
aigned for skiing, skating, !ce- 
boating and kindred sports, and 
covers the simple little two, three 
and four-piece ensembles that see 
service during the morning hours. 

The woman who prefers the tang 
of a winter morning to the lazy 
sunshine of the south will dress the 
part, keeping one eye on practical- 
ity and the other on smartness, 
both imperative. This—if she en- 
gages in active exercise. If she 
merely skirts the edges of the real 
sports world, she will require gar- 
ments that have more of the style 
details that go to make up the 
general mode. 

It happens that formality has in- 
fringed upon the rights of the 
sports theme, this season. But 
there is no lack of interest in 
models that are frankly character- 
fged by the spirit of play, and up 
to the noon hour they are quite au 
fait, even when their purpose is not 
an active one. Milady must be 
tomfortably clad for her shopping 
and the other activities that the 
morning hours are sure to bring. 

Real Sports Togs Are Clever 

To meet, and withstand, the 
rigors of weather well below the 
zero mark, there must be cold- 
repelling fabrics and garments that 
do not leave chinks or crannies for 
the wind to creep in. Wool ts, of 
course, the answer, although it 
possesses some valuable allies in 
corduroy, leather and fur. And all 
these materials are so soft and sup- 
ple, therefore so workable, that 
splendid results are obtained. 

Style need not be sacrificed to 
comfort, nor comfort to style, as 
many seem to think. Opinions 
may differ as to the actual cut of 
the garments, but certainly every- 
one will admit the feasibility of 
Warmth - without - weight fabrics; 
loose comfort in cut and line, and 
accessories that give adequate pro- 
tection against the elements. All 
these add to, rather than detract 
from, the smartness of the sports 
ansemble. 

Opinions differ as to the value of 
the knicker suit and the short skirt 
for the various sports that assume 
® spill or two while they are in the 
process of play. The slender girl 
or woman canedo as she likes in 
the matter, but it is best for the 
mature woman, who is not as slen- 
der as she once was, to incorporate 
a skirt into her costume. It is quite 
possible for her to match knickers 
to it. 

The Ensemble Rules This Mode 

It is very apparent, from obser- 
vation of the newest outfits, that 
the ensemble theme is insistent in 
sports attire as in all other ap- 
pareling. So slender a thread as 
color may be the link between the 
geveral parts, but one is impressed 
by the feeling of harmony that is 
apparent in even the smallest ac- 
cessory. Many times the costume 
#3 built around a two or three-piece 
putfit, chosen for its general useful- 
ness. 

Skirts and knickers may be had 
10 match, and there are separate 
pieces that permit of individual 
jaste in assembling. Some type of 
/gnicker must be worn in the inter- 
sete of comfort—it remains for the 
wearer to decide which type. Skirt 
And knickers are really the back- 


ground against which the c »stume 
is built; other garments and the 
imperative accessories will take 
their clue from them, especially in 
the matter of color. 

There is a very general liking for 
the sweater that clings warmly to 
the wearer, worn underneath a 
jacket of some sort. Some women 
wear two sweaters, a lightweight 
one underneath and a heavier one 
over it; both may be of the slip-on 
type, or the outer one may be in 
coat style. This is the result of 
the admitted warmth and flexibility 
of this garment which grows yearly 
in popularity and individuality. 

The Pullover Type Is Favored 

Perhaps {t is because of its added 
warmth; -again, it may be because 
of its smartness, but the sweater 
that pulls on over the head is the 
favored one. These sweaters seem 
to like the horizontal stripings that 
are already familiar to us, although 
they are to be had in solid colors 
or in the jacquard weaves. There 
is practically no limit to the range 
of color and of color combinations, 
both dark and lght. 

Starting out for a purpose known 
only to herself, the sweatered, muf- 
flered, capped young lady gives 
greeting. Her outfit Is smart, senst- 
ble, colorful, made up, as it ts, of 
wool garments in compose effect. 
Sweater, mvffler and cap form an 
enemble, while her stockings keep 
to the same colors, but strike a 
note of differentness in their pat- 
terning. Note the sturdy footwear 
and the warm wool gloves! 

Footwear and hosiery cannot be 
stressed too much, for—just as an 
army is supposed to be as good as 
{ts feet, so the sportswoman {ts as 
good as her shoes and the stockings 
that go with them. The latter must 
be of wool, never anything else, 
and the leather of her shoes must 
be soft and waterproofed. Nor 
should there be tightness anywhere 
in the latter—one’s pleasure may 
be ruined entirely, if there is. 

The Importance Of The Jacket 

Out of the many things that have 
been tried out, one fashion seems 
to have met with universal ap- 
proval, and that is the fashion of 
the short jacket—of leather, wool 
or fur. It is a single breasted af- 
fair in most instances, and it may 
have tight sleeves and a high col- 
lar, or it may be straight of sleeve 
and small of collar, relying, in the 
latter instance, upon the sweater 
beneath it for warmth. 

Consider the smartness and the 
very apparent warmth of the out- 
fit made up of knickers of soft 
leather and woolly jacket and cap. 
The fabric of the jacket has & 
jersey-like quality that assures the 
clinging quality necessary, and it is 
further augmented by the lamb’s 
wool type of trimming that assures 
further warmth. Frozen ears are 
out of the question with a smart 
little cap of this type. 

The leather-jacketed young wom. 
an is watching the game—rather 
wistfully, it seems. She is correct- 
ly garbed for the purpose in a skirt 
of herring-bone tweed, soft silk 
shirt and a  wool-lined leather 
jacket. There 1s no fabric more 
completely cold - repelling than 
leather, and when wool is the lin- 
ing a perfect garment results. The 
hat, typically in the spirit of the 
sports mode, is of felt. 


Fur Is An Excellent Choice 


The two young women may not 
agree as to their favorite sport, 


since one would skate and the other 
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skif, but they are in accord as to 
the proper raiment in which to 
take their exercise. Short skirt, 
sweater, short jacket-coat of fur 
and woolen cap, these seem to 
them the ideal garments for their 
purpose. The short sports coat of 
fur is an excellent choice, and may 
be, as in this instance, extremely 
picturesque. 

The “Big Games” and other fall 
sports events gave us a vast fund 
of information concerning the 
popular choice of the spectator, 
when it comes to apparel of smart- 
ness and charm. Certain notes 
were repeated sufficiently often to 
assure them style prominence, and 
there was a note of sophistication 
running through the story that 
connected the details with a most 
conspicuous smartness, 

Coats were of tweed, of novelty 
wool, or of fur—a coat of the lat- 
ter not infrequently used over a 
coat of the former, when the sun 
hid itself behind stadium or bowl. 
The pictured coat is typical, for it 
shows the lines, the fabric and the 
details of cut that characterized 
coats in general. It also uses fur, 
which was displayed with great 
prodigality on the major number 
of the smartest models. 


Sports Ensembles Typically Correct 

When the day was comparative- 
ly warm there was a decided pref- 
erence shown for the two-piece 
frock beneath a coat of cloth, fur- 


trimmed or of fur. Raccoon, of 
course, and many of the newer 
sports furs predominated. Vel- 


veteen and tweed were the general 
choice for the frock, although 
there were ensembles made up of 
a skirt of kasha, jersey, flannel or 
tweed and a knit jumper in har- 
mony with the skirt. 

Coats of brown or gray tweed, 
with beaver or goat fur collars 
and cuffs, were worn over two- 
piece dresses or tweed and vel- 
veteen, the tweed matching the 
coat. Hats were of tweed or of 
felt, or in plaided patterns and 
stockings were, im many instances, 
of wool. Footwear, with an outfit 
of this type, inclined to the strap 
pump—one strap preferred—and 
had low or medium heels. 

Smart costumes incorporated the 
leather jacket, kasha cloth lined, 
and the skirt of kasha cloth, in 
the same color as the coat lining, 
into an ensemble. The outfit was 
completed with a sweater. One 
noted tweed bags, and those of 
novelty woo! or of felt, they were, 
almost without exception, of some 
sort of cloth. Reptilian leathers 
were represented, however, often 
matching footwear to handbag.

{ts cost by the law of averages. 


Muskrat and raccoon are not ex- 
pensive and give splendid service 

so we call them inexpensive ture. 
It is thus a coat must be conalid- 
ered, not for its first cost. 

Note well the use of the words 
“arst cost,” for a fur coat ts al- 
ways an expense, It is quite all 
right to say—‘It will wear me seV- 
eral seasons,” as it truly will, but 
not without repairs, after the first, 
or at least the second season. 
Edges wear, and, if the skins are 
fragile, they tear when undue 
strain is put upon them. All this 
a consideration in the business of 
the original purchase. 

It follows, naturally, that the 
fur coat that is to be worn by 4 
woman of activity, as the one who 
drives a car, must be durable. 
Raccoon or muskrat or beaver 
would be a logical choice, The 
woman who desires a daytime coat 
that will give good wear and be 
appropriate for almost any occa- 
ston will choose susliki, ocelot, 
Hudson seal, Kangaroo or caracul 
—all fairly sturdy and practical. 

The coat of squirrel or moleskin 
or Persian lamb will be elegant and 
will attend the formal affairs of 
the day in excellent form, but do 
not expect them to repay you with 
long wearing qualities, for they 
will not do it. They possess ele- 
gance, they possess an aristocratic 
mien, but they are lilies of the 
field, in that they do not toil—-we 
buy them for their beauty—they 
are luxuries. 

The average woman must select 
a fur that is not extravagant, for 
she cannot pay an exorbitant orig- 
{nal price, and she must get serv- 
ice from it covering several sea- 
sons.

So extr¢ 
care should be given to lines, te 
be sure that they are slimly 
straight, and to details, to be sure 
that they do not write 1927-8 in 
unmistakable characters. 

Every bit of advice on how to 
buy a fur coat should begin and 
end with one admonition—seek 
out a reputable furrier; tell him 
your needs and your possibilities 
of expenditure, then give heed to 
his advice. Pass by the novelty, 
either in the fur {tself or in the 
model. And do not let your love 
of the beautiful lead you into ex- 
travagances that will, later oa,
